2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Because i) 
the independent claims 1 and 12 have been amended to clearly distinguish from the 
prior art references by adding the limitation "directly" to the phrase "on the outer 
surface" and as argued by the Applicant in the remarks filed 1 May 2006; ii) the 
prior art references do not disclose in a fluid purification system the recited fluid 
disposed immediately adjacent the outer surface of the semiconductor in 
combination with other recited structures as claimed in claims 7-11; and iii) the 
prior art reference do not disclose in a fluid purification system the recited 
position of the first photocatalyst with respect to the first and second ultraviolet 
sources as now claimed in claims 17-20.
